yIEWS OF THE PROPOSITIONS, 


There will be no election for County Com- 
missioners this year, and the present board, 
by a clever trick on the part of the leaders of 
the Democratic enden hold their seats 

for another year. This seems almost incred- 
ible, since the two parties have nominated a 
ticket and tomorrow or Monday will submit 
the official result of their nominations to the 
Board of Revision, composed of the State’s- 


Attorney, County Clerk, and County 
Judge. It was the intention of the 
ringleaders in the plot, which they 


claim is bound to succeed, to keep the 

matter quiet until the deal was ready to 

“spring,” but a weak brother made a fatal 

slip of the tongue in the County Board room 
y which gives it all away. 

At the last meeting of the Public Service 
committee a communication was received 
from Attorney-General Moloney asking the 
board to give him a room for his personal 
use while in Chicago, as business of a par- 
ticular nature which had recently been re- 
ferred to him would require the provision of 
a working place for him. Mr. Moloney, 
Democratic Attorney-General, rendered a de- 
cision in which he declared that the present 

County Board could not be legally ousted for 

another year, as the much-disputed two year 
term act for County Commissioners re- 
turned them for another year independent of 
another election. It seems that a meeting of 
afew of the party leaders of the Democracy 
was beld Thursday evening,in which it was 
agreed that if the scheme of illegalizing the 
nominations for Commissioners couldn’t be 
“worked” on’ the Board of Revision an in- 
junction would be secured restraining the 
Clerk of the Board of Election Commission- 
ers from printing the names of the candidates 
for County Commissioners on the official 
ballot. 


How the Plan Is to Be Worked. 


This plan was the joint product of the fer- 
tile brains of Attorney-General Moloney, 
State’s-Attorney Kern, and County-Attorney 
Maher. It was put up, in reality, before the 
Democratic convention. This is proven by 
the fact that the Democratic convention in- 
dorsed the present Board of Commissioners

tanks to object to the entire ticket because 
‘of the discovery of grave irregularities. Yes- 
terday’s developments prove that this was a 
masterpiece of chicanery to defraud the peo- 
ple of the right to pass judgment on the ac- 
tions of the present board during the last 


year. 

Walter S. Riderburg, County Clerk Wulff’s 
chief deputy, when asked about the matter, 
said: “Iam glad that the leak has spread 
sufficiently to prevent a surprise. However, 
Henry Wulff and myself have been expecting 
a trick of this kind and I furthermore know 

> that there will be no election for Commission- 
ers. I knew this when Henry Wulff issued the 
official call for the election and so did he. The 
Democratic leaders tried to put official odium 
upon Wulff by bulldozing him into not calling 
an election for Commissioners on the strength 
of Attorney-General Moloney’s decision. But he 
has done his duty and has given the people a 
chance to elect a new board. It remained for 
the Democrats to resort to subterfuge to de- 
feat them. When the Democrats nominated 
the full board as it now stands Mr. Wulff and 
myself knew what was coming, for it gave 
them a right to object to the ticket on the 
ground that a grave error had been committed 
by themselves.

Judge Scales Knows of the Plan. 

Judge Scales was asked: 

Can an injunction be legally served on 
the Election Commissioners restraining them 
from printing the names of candidates for 
County Commissioners on the official ballots?” 

Really, there has been so much contro- 
versy over this Commissioner question that I 
don’t want to talk. The matter-will come be- 
fore me, I suppose, in some official way, and 
it would be bad taste for me to talk. I sup- 
pose all would depend upon the showing made 
by the parties praying for the injunction. If 
the grounds were sufficient, and the legal 
points were clearly brought out sustaining the 
request—but really you must excuse me. I 
would suggest that you see the attorneys in 
the case.”

Sitting asa Judge I am supposed to know 
nothing about the case. I will say that I have 
never heard it argued.”’ 

Attorney- Trude said:. Yes; I heard that 
there was a move on hand that would take 
the names of candidates for Commissioners 
from the official ballot, and if I were a 
betting man I would bet 10 to 1 that there 
would be no Commissioners elected this fall. 
The deal was fixed last night, so I understand. 
The present board will hold over without a

COLDER WEATHER 18 EXPECTED TODAY. 


The Wind-Storm Is Over, but the Damage 
Done Proved Slight. 

It will be colder today if the weather pre- 
dictions are correct, but there is no indication 
of another storm, and Monday will probably 
be clear and cool. The storm that played 
queer pranks about the street corners all day 
and seemed to be coming from every direc- 
tion at one time started in the morning with 
a heavy blow from the southwest and 
at 11 o’clock the wind was a 
little better than a sixty-miles-an- hour 
gale. After 11 o’clock the wind 

ed between forty and sixty miles an hour 
un evening. During the afternoon it 
changed from southwest to northwest, where 
it is supposed to be this morning. The storm 
was general throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley, with but little rain. Today’s indications 
are: Clear and somewhat colder. Frost was 
looked for in several parts of Illinois. 

The effect of the furious southwest storm 
was little felt on this shore of Lake Michigan, 
but it put an embargo on navigation for the 
day notwithstanding. The news that a heavy 
sea was making the entrance to most east 
shore ports im possible caused steamboat and 
schooner Captains to stay in port rather 
than run across before a howling westerly 
wind. The passenger steamboat lines also 
suspended operation across the lake, and the 
incoming fruit will suffer, although not so 
much as in former gales. The steamer Ma- 
bel Bradshaw started out for Benton Harbor 
last night, and was the only boat to go across. 
The steamer City of Chicago staid at its dock 
all day, and it was said that the Chicora 
would notcome over until this morning. 
Down in the slips at the mouth of the river 
the boats were gathered waiting for the gale 
to subside. There were the passenger boats 
Saugatuck, Douglas, H. A. Root, City of Kal. 
amazoo, and lumber barges S. K. Martin, R. 
C. Reid, M. C. Neff, Alice M. Gill, and many 
were up the river, having remained at their 
docks. It was thought that all would get 
away this morning. 

Alux, Mich., Oct. 6.—A heavy south and 
southwest gale has prevailed on this side of 
Lake Huron all day and boats have generally 
sought shelter. Thesteamer Pease, ore laden 
is here leaking badly. The steamer Wotan, 
with the Gawn and Teutonia in tow, were 
caught off Thunder Bay by the gale and 
passed through rough experiences. The 
Gawn and Teutonia lost part of their deck- 
loads of lumber and the former is leaking. 
The steamers Hall, Kendall, and Cleveland, 
with their consorts, are also sheltered here, 
At Sand Beach there are sheltered the Wyo- 
ming, Pilgrim, Marigold, Rose and consorts, 
Rhoda Stewart and consorts, Root, Eugenia, 
and Vesta, and at East Tawas the Shores, 
City of Mount Clemens, Home, Cottrell, 
Acme, and Garibaldi. 

Huron, O., Oct. 6.—The barge Norma was 
towed in by the tug Hawley tonight badly 
damaged by the storm. Two of its crew. were 
washed overboard and drowned, but it is im- 
possible to obtain particulars tonight. 

Sanpusky, O., Oct. 6.—The steamer Norma, 
owned by Ohlemacher Lime company, and 
bound for Lorain with stone, was caught by 
the severe weather off Huron Friday. The 
deck load was lost and two of the crew, Joseph 
Cooper of Marblehead and John Fahn of San- 
dusky, were washed overboard and drowned. 
The boat listed to port badly, tearing off the 
bulwarks from the bow to the forward por- 
tion of the cabin, losing the entire deck load. 
The Norma was towed into Huron by tug 
Hawley. The boiler of the Norma is shifted 
about two feet and the machinery of the boat 


badly damaged.

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CABLE CARS GO WILD. 


SENSATIONAL AQOIDENTS OVER ON 
THE BROADWAY LINE 


Mad Rushes of Uncontrollable Trains, Two 
Collisions Resulting, and Passengers 
Having Wonderful Estapes—Lives of 
Travelers on a New Jersey Central 
Train Placed in Peril-Lillian Russell 
Accepts a New Opera=Duc d’Alba Com- 
ing to the Fair—Lucania’s Fast Trip. 

New Yor, Oct. 6.—[Special.]—All| of its 
former records of accidents were broken by 
the Broadway cable road today. A strand 
was broken at Seventeenth street. The grip 
of car No. 17 was fastened, and the car 
plunged at full speed down Broadway, with 
the usual crowd in front giving warning of 
danger, while frightened passengers tumbled 
hurriedly off the rear platform. The grip- 
man of car No, 54 lost control of his grip, 
and that car rushed down-town from Thirtieth 


intoa passing truck, The record was com- 
pleted and broken by car No. 126 being in 
collision with horse-dar No. 131 of the Grand 
street line at Thirtieth street, and both filled 
with passengers were carried ona dangerous 
ride of several blocks before the grip could 
be made to work and the horses stopped. No 
one was seriously injured. 

During the fog this morning a rear-end 
collision oc¢urred on the Newark branch of 
the Central railroad of New Jersey. When 
near Goat Island the passenger train which 
leaves Newark at 8:35 a. m. ran into the rear 


end of a coal train. The collision threw the 


passengers violently about the cars, The 
front of the passenger engine was wrecked 
and the caboose of the coal train and peveral 
coal cars were smashed. |

Emma Goldman Upholds Anarchy. 

The trial of Emma Goldman for alleged in- 
cendiary expressions was continued today. 
The defendant upheld anarchistic doctrines, 
saying among other things that at the hay- 
market riot in Chicago she believed the police 
themselves threw the bomb and that the An- 
archists were justified in killing the police. 
Aug. 22, she said, she went to Philadelphia 
for the purpose of forming a group of Anarch- 
ists, and had just completed the work when 
she was arrested Aug. 31. A first principle 

of anarchy is that each individual should not 

harm another,“ she went on. I do not be- 
lieve in murder or any act of violence except 
in self-defense.“ Lawyer A. Oakey Hall, 
in summing up for the defense, claimed that 
the belief of the Anarchists was nothing more 
or less than the belief of the modern Quakers 
—that everything is the common property of 
everybody. Thetrial went over until Mon- 
day.

THREE TRAIN ROBBERS ARE KILLED, 


wo Others Captared in a Battle That 
Lasted Several Days. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Oct. 6.—The first authen- 
tic information in reference to the killing of 
two Northern Pacific train robbers, the 
fatal wounding of the third, and the capt- 
ure of the other two was brought 
here today by passengers on the Great North- 
ern railway. The battle lasted several days. 
During this siege two robbes, John Shipman 
and Charles Jones, alias Charles Kincaid, were 
killed; Ben Hall, alias Ben Mattocks, was shot 
through the thigh and is not ex- 
pected to live, and Charles Brown 
and an unknown man were captured 
uninjured. It is believed the four men were 
implicated in the Northern Pacific robbery, 
and that the unknown man joined them after- 
wards. The men were caught near Two 
Medicine Creek, on the east slope of the 
Rockies, and some distance from Kalispell.

ADMINISTRATION SAID TO HAVE A PLAN. 


Its Compromise Calls for a Decrease in 
Amount of Parchase Under Sherman Law. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Oct, 6.—[Spécial.]—It 
is reported tonight that the administration 
has come to the conclusion that the bill pro- 
viding for the. unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman law cannot be 
passed in the Senate and that overtures 
lookng to a compromise have been 
made during the day to certain Democratic 
Senators. No direct information of this re- 
port is obtainable so far as President Cleve- 
land’s attitude is concerned, but from a cred- 
itable source the information is re 
ceived that Secretary Carlisle has informally 
communicated to one ortwoof the party 
leaders his ideas asto the proper basis of 
compromise in case it becomes necessary to 
throw the Wilson-Yoorhees bill overboard. 
Secretary Carlisle’s proposed plan, it is 
understood, contemplates the extension of the 
Sherman law for three years with a reduc- 
tion in the amount of silver to be purchasea 
to 2,500,000 ounces monthly instead of 
4,500,000 ounces, as the law stands now.

OF FAIR DIRECTORS 


Foreign Commissioners and Distinguished 
Guests to Number with the Hosts a 
Half Thousand=The Function to Be the 
Most Elaborate Ever Held in the West 
“Four Toastmasters Will Preside by 
Turn at the Pest Prandial Feast- Ar- 
rangements Decided On. 


Plans for the great banquet to be given in 
Music Hall at the World's Fair by the direc- 
tors of the Exposition to the foreign Com- 
missioners and distinguished guests on the 
evening of Oct. 11 are completed. They 
were submitted by Chairman Henrotin of the 
special Committee of Arrangements to the di- 
rectors at an informal meeting held yesterday 
afternoon and were approved by that body. 
The plans contemplate the most elaborate 
function of the kind ever held in the West, if 
not in the country. The expense, which will 
be large, will be borne by the directors as 
individuals. No portion of it will come from 
the Treasury of the Exposition. 

For the convenience of the guests special 
trains will be run from the city to the Termi- 
nal station before the banquet, returning 
when the festivities are over. Carriages will 
be in waiting to take the guests to and from 
Music Hall. 

In Music Hall a great floor will be built 
over the parquet, a few feet below the level of 
the gallery. On this floor the tables wil! be 
laid. There will be seats for 500 guests. 

The dinner will be elaborate, including sev- 
enteen courses, and will be served by Mr. 
Gage of the Wellington Hotel. 

In order toavoid any apparent invidious 
distinction each of the four great guest tables 
will bea table of honor. They will be ar- 
ranged in the shape of an elongated oval, one 
curving about either end, the other two run- 
ning down the sides. In the space within, one 
at either end, will be placed two smaller 
tables, each in the shape of an X. They will 
be occupied by the directors and some of the 
officials of the Exposition. The foreign guests 
will be at the four outer tables exclusively, 
and that all may be at the speaker’s table four 
toastmasters have been provided. At the 
center of one of the curved tables will sit 
President Higinbotham and at that opposite 
him Director-General Davis will preside. At 
the tables on either side of the oval ex-Presi- 
dents W. T. Baker and Lyman J, Gage will 
be the presiding officers. 

The toasts will be international in character. 
One after another representatives of each of 
the great nations represented at the Fair and 
at the banquet will be called upon to speak. 
One after another, also, the four toastmasters 
will hold the gavel of authority while they 
call upon the speakers who happen to be 
seated at their respective tables. 

The hall will be splendidly decorated with 
the draped flags of all nations, the Stars and 
Stripes being of course especially prominent. 
On the tables and about the room the floral 
decorations will be elaborate. Frank Millet 
has this part of the arrangements in charge. 

The menu cards will be artistic and elegant 
and are intended as permanent souvenirs of 
the event. They consist of eight sheets each, 
bound in covers of spotiess white moire silk. 
On the first page of each is a hand-painted 
design showing the intertwined flags of 
all nations. Inthe cenier of this design is 
the Stars and Stripes and the American eagle. 
Below, inclosed in a golden scroll, is the date 

an appropriate inscription. The name of 
right hand corner of this page. On the sec. 
ond page will be engraved the list of officers 
of the Exposition and on the third the menu 
proper. = | 

The Royal Hungarian orchestra will be 
stationed in one of the galleries and will play 
during the evening the national airs of all the 
countries represented. It is also intended to 
secure the services of several famous soloists 
and one hour of the evening will be given up 
to a vocal concert.

Davis, Mrs. Peck; Mrs. Waller, Mrs. Gage, 
and Mrs. Baker have sent out invitations to a 
ladies’ reception in the recital room and. gal- 
lery of Music Hall at 9:30 o’clock. Ices and 
punch will be served from a buffet in the re- 
cital room, and after the reception, when the 
speaking in the banquet hall begins, the ladies 
will be given seats in the balcony sloping up- 
ward from the balcony floor, so that they may 
hear the toasts as well as add brilliancy and 
beauty to the scene by their presence, After 
the speeches carriages will take the ladies to 
the Terminal Station, where a special train 
will be in waiting.

RESULT OF A PROTEST FROM CHICAGO. 


Attorney-General Defines the Authority of 


Building and Loan Inspectors. 

Sprierie.p, III., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Attorney-General today rendered an im- 
portant opinion concerning the authority of 
the building and loan association inspectors 
under the new law. The Secretary of the 
Eagle Loan and Homestead Association of 
Chicago objected to paying the expenses of 
the State Auditor’s inspector on the followmg 
grounds: 

That he spent time — . — in examining 
canceled certificates having nothing to do with 
the present financial condition of the associa- 
tion; that he spent time in the inspection of pa- 
pers, whereas the law mentions only“ books as 
subject to inspection; and.that as the inspector 
resided in Chicago the charge for railroad fare 
from Springfield to Chicago and for hotel bill 
was improper and should not be allowed. 

The matter having been submitted to the 
Attorney-General he holds in effect that the 
law authorizes the investigation of the at- 
fairs of an association, and that the ex- 
aminer, therefore, must have a wide latitude 
and cannot be confined to the ** tooks”’ of the 
association, but may examine such papers as 
he may deem necessary. But the Attorney- 
General holds that the words reasonable ex- 
penses mean money actually expended or 

id out, and that under this construction the 
inspector in question is not entitled to travel- 
ing or hotel expenses, not having paid out 
anything for either.

Director-General Davis and John Boyd 
Thacher have different ideas about granting 
medals and diplomas to foreign governments 
for the excellence of their displays made at 
the Exposition. Col. Davis has secured the 
passage of a resolution in the Lower House of 
Congress providing for the presentation of a 
medal or diploma to foreigmgovernments or 
Commissioners. The resolution was intro- 
duced by Congressman Houk of Ohio and 
‘passed unanimously. 

Mr. Thacher, it appears, doesn’t think the 
scope of that resolution quite broad enough, 
for he proposed yesterday to the National 
Commission a plan for the granting of medals 
which was ordered printed in the minutes, 
and will be taken up today. It is as follows:

World's congress of the Younger Believers 
in Orthodox Religion Begins at Art 
Institute—- resident John M. Coulter 
Delivers an Address Regarding the 
Work in Colleges and Universities 
Sessions of the Patents and Trade Marks 
Congress Continue.

The World’s Congress of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association held its initial session 
yesterday morning in the Hall of Columbus. 
A large number of persons were in attend- 
ance, and the prospects are favorable. for a 
pleasant and profitable session. Many dele- 
gates were present from abroad, several of 
whom will read papers giving the condition of 
the association in their respective countries, 
President Bonney opened the congress and 
introduced Elbert D. Monroe of New York as 
the presiding officer of the morning session. 

In taking the chair Mr. Monroe said the 
mission of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation was to make men the best men in the 
class-room, at the bench, in the home, and at 
the ballot-box; to make the manly Christian 
life enticing to the youre men of the world. 

President John Coulter of Lake Forest 
University read the tirst paper of the morn- 
ing. His subject was ** Intercollegiate Work.“ 
Referring to the development of this work 
among college men he said the record of it 
read like a romance, , Said he: 

Begun but sixteen years ago, today about 450 
colleges and 30,000 students in America alone 
have sworn allegiance to it, and its present mo- 
mentum is so great t mo one can predict its 
future. That it is one of the greatest modern 
movements connected with the Christian relig- 
ion cannot be doubted, andthe enthusiasm of it 
is like that of the ancient crusade¢s, but its spirit 
is the spiritof Christ. Independent thinking is 
the educational creed of today, and every im: 
prov ement in college method lopks to this end. 

he result is already apparent in the world's 
questions about religion, The spirit of the col- 
lege is the spirit of investigation, Investigation 
in searching for truth must question everything 
that claims to be the truth, and must decline to 
yield assent to human authority, The material 
possibilities of the next geheration pale into in- 
significance when compared with the thought of 
the next generation concerning religion. The 
time is ripe in our poe es for the presentation 
of some simple E 1712 unhampered by 
excrescencesj and unqualifſod in its demand for 
the best moral development, and at the same 
time the colleges will demand that the men who 
present this truth shall live it. 

Should Teach the Scriptures, 

The student generally has been brought to 
think the Bible is a book to believe rather than 
to study. Any movement which will break —— 
this notion, and which will place the Bible in 
the hands of the student as any other book, to 
be searched for the truth it may contain, will 
effect a mighty revolution. To say it is to be ap- 
proached with a different spirit is to do it great 
injustice. The Bible asks only pose any book 
asks, an unprejudiced mind. It is this sort of 
study that will capture the strong gung men of 
today, and its proper direction will demand the 
most careful thoughtof this association. My 
plea is forthe injection of more virility and of 
scientific spirit into Bible study. Medieval and 
Orieutal mysticism may satisfy the ignorant or 
the emotional, but the men of hard sense, who 
are being trained to keen analysis and indepen- 
dent judgmerit, must be led by evident facts. 
With a firm belief that a thoughtful study of the 
Bible will lead to acceptance of Christianity, and 
will stimulate. constantly to the practice of its 
principles, | can see no more important and dif- 
— part of the work in colleges than Bible 
study 

E. L. Shuey of Dayton, O., read a compre- 
hensive paper on the educational department 
of association werk. He spoke of the great 
‘results already accomplished through the 
night school system and the university ex- 
tension work, describing somewhat in detail 
some of the results which had followed the 
efforts of the association in the direction of 
manfal training. 


Its Mission in the Orient. 


E. L. Wishard delivered a brief address. 
He said he found the young men of the stu- 
dent bodies of Asia willing to investigate 
Christianity and to study the Bible. He said 
that in Japan there were 2,000,000 young 
men in the higher institutions of learning and 
500,000 in India. These young men with 
the growth of intelligence are abandoning the 
faith of the ancient religions, Mr. Wishard 
said it was the mission of the Y. M. C. A. to 


stay the tide of Western materialism which is 


sweeping over the Orient and to give to the 
young men in the place of the old faiths they 
are so generally deserting the eternal truths 
of Christianity. 

At the evening session a paper prepared by 
Luther Gulick, M. D., of Springfield, Mées., Le 
on the physical department of association 
work was read by A. A. Stagg. Lord Kin- 
naird of London extended greetings from 
British associations, C. M. Hobbs of the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande railroad spoke Wf the 
work done by the association among Ameri- 
ean railroad men, and Cepbas Brainerd of 
New York contributed an historical sketch of 
the progress and development of the associa- 
tion. 


Touching Patents and Trade-Marks. 


At the opening of yesterday’s session of the 
Patents and Trade-Marks Congress Chairman 
Banning announced to the congress that Ben- 
jamin Butterw orth of Ohio would be present 
at this morning’s session. 

Yesterday's session showed no abatement 
in the interest manifested on preceding days 
and the — were interesting. The patent 
and trade-mark laws of Mexico were dis- 
cussed in a paper prepared by Y. Sepulbeda 
of the City of Mexico. Mr. Sepulbeda said 


+ the volume of patents issued in the republic 


has been greatly increased within recent 
years. The department of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment having in charge the issuance of 
patents has undertaken a revision of the Mex- 
ican laws with a view of bringing the entire 
patent system ef the republic in harmony 
with laws of the most enlightened nation. 
He said the laws of Mexico and the decisions 
of its courts went toa greater extent in the 
protection of trade-marks than the laws of 
the United States. The rights of the owners 
of trade-marks in that country ard carefully 
guarded by the law and the decisions of the 
courts and a penal action is given against 
any persop who willfully infringes a patent in 
that country, 

James Buchannon of New Jersey, formerly 
of the House Committee on Patents, ad- 
dressed the congress on the subject of 
Needed Changes from National and Interna- 
tional Points ot View.“ Mr. Buchannon ad- 
vocates a reduction of the fees now charged 
by the government for à patent, and that the 
$4,000,000 surplus acctuing from the. work 
of the patent office should be used in some 
way for the benefit of the inventors. He ad- 
vocated establishment of perfect reciprocal 
relations between the United States and 
foreign governments. He also recommended 
the repeal of Sec. 4887 of the United States Re- 
vised Statutes, which terminates an American 
patent at the expiration of the shortest 
foreign patent. He also advises that a six 
year statute of limitation be enacted for the 
protection of infringersin the open market. 


Hardships in Conflicting Decisions. 


William C. Robinson, Professor of Law,in 
Yale Universit „submitted an instructive pa- 
per on The Necessity for Conservatism in 
the Administration of the Patent Law.“ He 
said there had been no radical departure from 
the original statute of monopolies. He point- 
ed out the hardships which follow the confiict- 
ing decisions of many courts in the adminis- 
tration of the fundamental principles of the 
law concerning patents. Recent decisions of 
the Federal Supreme Court were referred to as 
illustrating the fact that great error had crept 
into the administration of the patent law, 
which tended to undermine the foundations 
of the American patent system. 

An essay by Thomas D. Lockwood ot 
Massachusetts was read on The Influence of 
Electrical Inventions.’’ He said the develop. 
ment of the telegraph and telephone were the 
two most important factors in the develop. 
ment of civilization, and since the introduc- 
tion of the first telephone in 1876 more than 
half a million miles of telephone wire had 
been placed in use, and during a single year 
more than 600,000,000 messages had been 
transmitted over the lines of the country. He

Last of Steele Mackaye’s Great Scheme 
Sold for Old Iron, 

The Spectatorium, the large pile of steel 
and wood at the north end of the World’s 
Fair grounds, which was to have housed the 
grandest theatrical representations in the 
world, is being torn down to be sold as scrap 
iron. The Spectatorium, as yet incomplete, 
cost $550,000. It was sold for $2,250. 
The project was that of Steele Mackaye. He 
broached it first last year to leading capital- 
ists of Chicago. It met with favor. The plan 
was to build a structure sufficiently large to 
give a representation of the discovery of 
America on a scale larger than was ever at- 
tempted. Mackaye invented new methods of 
lighting which promised to revolutionize the 
methods of stage illumination, The life of 
the production was to have been 
a great chorus arranged on the

SUIT OF JENNINGS HEIRS DISMISSED. 


Court Finds the Trust Company Is Vested 
with Title to the Estate. 

The suit of George F. Jennings and Edward 
B. Jennings, sons and heirs of John D. Jen- 
nings, to remove the Jennings Trust company 
from the trusteeship of their father’s estate was 
yesterday dismissed. John D. Jennings died 
April 14, 1889, leaving real and personal 
estate valued at $8,000,000. Under the will 


his estate, after payment of his debts and cer- 


tain legacies, was devised and bequeathed to 
the Mutual Trust Society in trust. The Mutual 
Trust Society refused to accept the trust, and 


the Circuit Court appointed the Jennings 


Trust company trustees, The heirs filed a biil 
to remove the trustees, alleging the decree did 
not vest the title to the real estate and 
personal property in the ‘trust company, and 
complaining that the. trust company had 
made improper charges for commissions and 
that the property was not properly managed 
by the trust company and Azel F. Hatch, its 
attorney. About the same time the trust 
company filed its bill against the heirs to 
construe the will and to confirm its title as 
such trustees. At the same time bill of 
the heirs was dismissed. A decree was en- 
tered by Judge Tuley in the case brought by 
the trust company finding the title to the es- 
tate was vested in the trust company as trust- 
ees and ordering the heirs to convey and quit- 
claim the entire estate to the trustees, sub- 
ject to the terms of the will.

Information reached here late tonight that 


jdmiral Mello. commanding the in- 
: t squadron in the Bay of 
Rio Janeiro, has ordered Peixoto 


to abandon the city within forty-eight hours 
or the fleet will resume its bombardment of 

city. The diplomatic corps is in favor of 
Peixoto withdrawing from Rio, as it believes 
such a course on his part would terminate 
the war. Pexioto, however, refuses to yield 
and is making fresh preparations .to carry on 
operations with greater vigor than he has yet 


wn. 
One of his new projects is to combat 
ello’s fleet with ships as well as with the 
phore batteries. @o this end the government 
has ordered the organization of a naval di- 
. vision of the North, which will be placed un- 
der command of Admiral Goncaloes Duarte. 
The government has also opened a $4,000,000 
credit to meet the expenses of the war. It is 
known that Mello’s ships, which it had been 
 gupposed were plentifully supplied with 
stores of all kinds, are running short of am- 
munition. The Aquidaban and other vessels 
of the insurgents’ fleet in the harbor are float- 
jng high in the water, which shows they have 
been greatly lightened. This proves them to 
be short of powder and shot and probably of 
visions. ‘ 

The diplomatic corps in Rio Janeiro has 
notified Admiral Mello that he must abstain 

from throwing shot and shell into undefended 

of the town, otherwise the foreign ships 

jn the harbor will be ordered to prevent him 
from bombarding the town. 

The Chief of Police in Santos prohibits 
gnybody from leaving that city by water 
unless provided with a passport. 

Senor Monteiro, Brazilian Minister in this 
city, has received news telling of the dis- 
astrous effect of the bombardment of Rio. 

There is no truth in the rumor that has 
been circulated in certain quarters that some 
of the officers of the foreign men-of. war at 
Rio Janeiro have been giving their support to 
Mello. All the foreign officers without ex- 
ception have maintained a strict neutrality 
and not one has shown by any act, no matter 

‘how trivial, the slightest leaning toward 
either faction. 

The correspondent in Rio Janeiro has wired 
the following additional particulars of the ex- 
citing events that happ@ned in that city up to 
Sept. 28: 

The situation in Rio de Janeiro was never so 
alarming as itis now. The city is in a state of 
wildest panic. Persons are starving throughout 
the capital and the feeling against Peixoto is so 
intense that wild rumors are flying about on 
every hand of attempts to Assassinate 
fim. The knowledge of actual starvation in the 
town adds to the consternation created by the 
continued bombardment of the city, the savage 
raids of Peixoto's soldiers, the total suspension 
of business, wholesale arrests and seizure of 
men to serve in the army. 

Provisions have long been scarce in the city. 
Prices have been so high that the common neces- 
saries of food were beyond the reach of any but 
the wealthy. and now this scant store has been 
practically exhausted. There seems to be little 
prospect of any relief, for it is impossible to bring 
anything into the city. All traffic by water has 
been stopped by Mello’s fleet in the bay, while 
the approaches by land are made more danger- 
eus if anything by the prowling bands of robbers 
who, under the safeguard of Peixoto's uniform 
and by force of numbers, pillage, plunder, and 
Kay until the lite of no person is safe. In this 
state of affairs none dare to enter Rio Janeiro 
‘with food from the suburbs, and, as the railroads 
have stopped running. no merchandise can be ob- 
tained from more distant points. 

Absolute dismay prevails in all quarters. 
Streets are unsafe and homes are not secure 
against Peixoto’s armed bands, who, under or- 
ders from their superiors, are searching houses 
and throwing into prison every prominent per- 
son who is thought to be in sympathy with the 
insurgents. If, however Peixoto hopes to im- 
prison all the partisans of Mello he must arrest 
almost every person in the Brazilian capital, for 
the unanimous sentiment is bitter against ‘the 
President. 

Henry Watmough was the English clerk of the 

n and Brazilian Bank who lost his life dur- 
ing the bombardment of Rio. He was at break- 
fast in his hotel when a shell entered the room 
and killed him. The hotel was severely dam- 
aged and all the occupants were terror stricken 
by the explosion. 

Affairs have assumed a serious aspect not 
only in Rio Janeiro, but also in Rio Grande 
do Sul, where the revolutionists are now 
supreme. All the efforts of the insurgents in 
‘this district are concentrated in an effort to 
crush Castilho, Governor of the Province 
of Rio Grande do Sul, and his followers. The 
City of Bage has fallen into the hands of the 
insurgent element ot Rio Grande do Sul and 
desperate fighting is hourly looked for at 
many points in that locality. The transport 
Ushala has taken a large number of radicals 
to Desterro, which has fallen into the hands 
of the insurgents, who intend to establish 
Mello’s headquarters there. 

Loxpox, Oct. 6.—The reporter had an inter- 

view today with the Secretary of the Brazilian 
Legation in this city with reference to 
the situation in Brazil. The Secretary de- 
flared many of the sensational reports 
purporting to describe the situation at 
Rio were utterly unreliable and were 
often specially manufactured. He added 
that the legation had received dispatches yes- 
terday and today from Rio Janeiro and these 
dispatches made no reference whatever to a 
renewed bombardment of the city by the rebel 
Admiral's fleet, to the capture of a steamer by 
the rebels, or taking of civilians. If these oc- 
currences or any of them were true the lega- 
tion’s dispatches would certainly have men- 
tioned them. 
The officials at the Brazilian Legation here 
justify the erection of new forts ut Rio on the 
ground that Admiral Mello’s tactics of hold- 
ing to the shore rendered it impossible for the 
harbor forts to fire on the insurgent squadron 
without endangering the city. 

“We cannot remain defenseless,” said a 
Secretary, „and we will have nothing to do 
With foreign intervention. The foreign ves- 
sels have but one duty. and that is to protect 


property of foreigners. We will 
not seek the assistance of foreign 
men-of- war, because such a course 


would place the government in a false posi- 
- Wecertainly would be pleased if the 
Presence of the foreign vessels had the effect 
of deterring the insurgents from bombarding 
City. However, we believe the govern- 
ment is strong enough to protect itself.“ 


‘ANARCHIST PALLAS MEETS HIS FATE. 


His Last Night on Earth He Breaks Down 
and Manifests Great Fear. 
Barcetowa, Oct. 6.—Pallas, the Anarchist 
who attempted to assassinate Gen. Martinez 
Campos, and who was condemned by a 
court-martial to be shot with his back to the 
party, was executed at 9 o'clock this 
ing. The execution ground back of the 
fortress of Montjuich was surrounded by 
troops. Immense crowds of people gathered 
in the vicinity, but they were not allowed to

After talking thus for three hours he threw 
himself upon a pallet, He did not un‘ress, 
He tried to sleep, but could not. His bravado 
was gone and he became an ordinary con- 
demned criminal fearing punishment. He 
presented a pitiable sight to those who looked 
upon him, but it was not for long. He de- 
sired that his nate should descend to his 
family and to coming generations of Anarch- 
ists as a man who had heroically met death 
to advance the cause of suffering humanity. 
With this idea paramount in his mind for the 
time he soon became comparatively calm and 
resumed his talk with his gaards. 

But his forced courage did not last long. 
The thought of impending death Nas too 
strong. He had arisen from his pallet and 
during the conversation had been walking the 
limited compass of his cell with quick, jerky 
strides Suddenly he again threw himself 
upon the pallet and moaned loudly, while 
tears silently coursed down his cheeks. He 
seemed to know that the world would be in- 
formed of this evidence of weakness and he 
turned hit face to the wall in a hopeless en- 
deavor to keep the knowledge of his break- 
down from the guards. The man feared 
death and his moral nature was hot strong 
enough to hide the fact. . 

At 8 o’clock it was announced to Pallas 
that two Republican members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies desired to see him. Pallas 
signified his willingness to meet them, and by 
an almost superhuman effort of his will he 
succeeded in regaining some composure. It 
appeared the visit of the Deputies was 
prompted more by curiosity than by sym. 
pathy wit the man. Pallas, however, grasped 
at their visit as an opportunity to further 
ventilate his views on ‘anarchism, and the 
Deputies encouraged him to talk. Pallas 
said among many other things: 


Our ideas are stronger then walls. I am not 


mad. Victor Hugo held the tame opinion that 


I do, yet he was not considered to be mad. It is 
the duty of Anarchists to die for their cause. 

The statement that was believed by many 
persons that Pallas was crazy seemed to of. 
fend him. He told his visitors that he wished 
his head to be examined after his death to 
prove that he was not mad. Afterwards, he 
said, he wanted his head to be given to a 
museum. 

When Pallas left the chapel, at his own re- 
quest no priest was allowed to accompany 
him. Just before the doors opened he had 
said to his guards: I need no commisera- 
tion. My death will be the signal for a gen- 
eral uprising and the triumph of the social 
revolution. My friends will avenge me terri- 
bly. I die satisfied.”’ 

The route to the place of execution was 
lined with soldiers. Pallas looked to right 
and left as if he expected somebody to break 
through the lines. A group of workingmen 
shouted ** Viva anarqua,”’ but Pallas did not 
seem to hear them and they were dispersed 
quickly by the military. When the party ar- 


rived at the fort the military escort 
surrounded Pallas so- as to hide 
him completely from the view of 
the enormous crowd. The soldiers 


charged with the execution stepped back a 
few paces. The two officers who brought 
Pallas from the chapel led him out anda 
third one bound his eyes. Ordered [to kneel 
Pallas sank to his knees. He tried to cry 
Viva Anarqua,” but the words fell almost 
inaudible from his lips. Four shots were 
fired almost simultaneously at 9:09 o’clock, 
and Pallas fell back bead. 

The body was placed in a rough coffin and 
given to the Anarchist’s relative, The crowd 
turned back to the town andin half an hour 
had vanished. Great precautions have been 
observed by military and police throughout 
Barcelona all day, but there has been no sign 
of disorder. 


WILL TRY TO HYPNOTIZE DE JONG, 


Physicians to Endeavor to Extract a Con- 
fession from a Supposed Wife Murderer. 


Amsterpam, Oct. 6.—Officials who are try- 
ing to unravel the mystery surrounding the 
disappearance .. Mrs. de Jong have after 
conferring with several eminent physicians 
decided. to place De Jong, the woman’s hus- 
band, under hypnotic influence and thus en- 
deavor to cbtain information that will clear 
up the mystery. However, even should De 
Jong confess that he killed his wife, as is 
strongly suspected, he could not be convicted 
upon a confession obtained in this manner. 

Mrs. de Jong, prior to her marriage, was 
Miss Sarah Anna Juett of Maidenhead, Berk- 
shire. Last November a young Dutchman 
named De Jong, steward ona vessel trading 
between the Holland ports and Middles- 
borough, got into trouble in connection, it is 
said, with smuggling cigars and was sentenced 
toa term of imprisonment. While in con- 
finement he became ill, was removed to the 
infirmary at Middlesborough, where he had 
for his attendant Miss Juett. She was good- 
looking aud about 25. De Jong proposed 
marriage and was accepted. He went to Hol- 
land and staid until last April. 


June 15 last the young couple were mar- 


ried. After the ceremony and just as the 
newly-married couple were starting for the 
honeymoon De Jong discovered he had lost 
his purse. His bride gave him £5 and her 
father wrote a check on a local bank for £20. 
Since that time De Jong has denied ever hav- 
ing the money. The couple went to Holland 
and early in August the girl disappeared. 

The man was at Amsterdam Aug. 1 and 
there staid in some lodgings, where he speedily 
made the acquaintance of his hostess and her 
sister, Miss Maria Sybilla Schmitz. With the 
latter De Jong became intimate, and soon 
persuaded her to marry him. The pair visit. 
ed London and De Jong went to Maidenhead 
and to the Juett home. He said his wife had 
run off with an American. Aug. 21 a couple 
calling themselves Mr. and Mrs. de Jong 
were back in Amsterdam, where they staid in 
several hotels. Aug. 31 De Jong and Miss 
Schmitz left Amsterdam for Bussum, and 
then occurs a blank. The woman has not 
been seen or heard of since. 

Meanwhile suspicions were excited in En- 
gland and the Dutch police received a request 
from Scotland Yard to make inquiries as to 
the whereabouts of De Jong and to place him 
under arrest. De Jong, it is said, was well 
known in Holland before his escapade in En- 
gland. No trace of either his wife or Miss 
Schmitz has been found, though the police 
have exhausted their resources in hunting for 

em. 

The physicians who will try the hypnotic 
experiment on the prisoner are Dr. Renter- 
ghem of Amsterdam and Dr. de J ong of The 
Hague. The latter. though bearing the same 
name as the prisoner, is no relation to him.

Kissincex, Oct. 6.—It is authoritatively 
said today that the departure of Prince Bis- 
marek has been definitely fixed for 12-35 
Saturday afternoon. A special train will con- 
vey him direct from this place to Friedrichs- 
ruhe. The entire population of Kissingen 
will turn out and form lines from the Prince’s 
residence to the railway station. Through 
these lines the Prince will be driven in order 
that the people may render homage to him. 
Dr. Schweninger has asked that the people re- 
frain from making any noisy demonstrations 
as he feurs the effect of excitement upon his 
patient, 

The train will pass through Gottingen, in 
Hanover, and it is the intention of the stu- 
dents of the university there to march in full 
dress to the station to salute Prince Bismarck 
as he passes through the town. The railway 
station at Eisenach, in the Grand Duchy of 
Saxe-Weimer, will be decorated in honor of 
the Prince. Dr. Schweninger originally in- 
tended to, have the departure secret. He 
found this impossible,: however, because of 
the arrangement that had to be made with 
the railroad for the special train. Prince 
Bismarck is better, but he is very weak. 

Prince Bismarck drove out with Dr, 
Schweninger this afternoon. He looks some- 
what stronger and responded to salutations 
from pedestrians along the road. In the 
streets of the town he was cheered by all he 
passed. Dr. Schweninger says he is well 
satisfied with his patient's condition and 
would long since have taken him home had 
Bismarck not been so fearful that traveling 
would make his sciatica worse, The special 
train on which Bismarck will start for home 
is timed to reach Friedrichsruhe at 10:40 
o’clock tomorrow evening. 

Bxntux, Oct. 6.—The Berliner Tageblalt re- 
affirms that Prince Bismarck was recently 
stung on the neck by an insect, but denies 
that he has lost weight to the extent asserted. 


The Prince’s intellect is keen and 
he is as active as he ever 
was. The depression into which 


he fell during his illness has vanished and he 
is now in excellent spirits. The recent adverse 
rumors as to his condition were probably due 
to an exaggerated version of a joking allusion 
he made to the possibility of his spending 
Christmas in Kissingen. 


SPAIN'S RESOURCES FOR WAR, 


Has Plenty of Money and the People De- 
mand Vengeance on the Moors, 

Maprip, Oct, 6.—The financial questions 
attending the dispatch of troops to Melilla to 
punish the Moors have caused the Finance 
Ministry to make a close examination of the 
resources available for a punitive expedition. 
Sefior Gamazo, the Minister of Finance, to- 
day informed Queen Regent Christina that, 
owing to an increase of 40,000,000 pesetas 
in the revenue, due to the new taxation 
schemes, the Treasury has a revenue of 90,- 
000,000 pesetas available for an expedition to 
Morocco. The deepest indignation every- 
where prevails at the attempted massacre 
of the Melilla garrison. Patriotie man- 
ifestoes call upon all men capable of 
bearing armsto offer their services to the 
government, At Malaga hundredsof men 
crowd into the barracks and the perfecture, 
begging that they be enrolled as volunteers to 
fight the Moors. The soldiers of the regular 
army are equally anxious to be ordered into 
active service in Morocco. Those who know 
the warlike character of the people inhabiting 
the Riff Mountains and the fury of their easily- 
aroused fanaticism express surprise that the 
natives did not succeed in taking the citadel. 
If they had had any artillery there is hardly a 
question that the garrison and the male Euro- 
peans in the town would have been put to the 
sword, while the young women would have 
been taken as slaves by their captors. 

Cable communication with Melilla, which 
was interrupted yesterday, has been restored. 
The latest news from the fortress is that the 
Moors are invisible. It is supposed they are 
hiding in the valleys near Melilla awaiting re- 
inforcements or some favorable opportunity 
to make an attack. 

The first detachment of military reinforce- 
ments from Spain reached Melilla today and 
marched to the fort. 

The Spanish squadron has been ordered to 
cruise along the Mourish coast between Tan- 
gier and Melilla, making Algeciras, in the 
Bay of Gibraltar, its headquarters. The Sec- 
ond Army Corps will be concentrated proba- 
bly at Seville, so as to be ready for any emer- 
gency at Melilla. 5 

The enthusiasm for a war poliey grows 
hourly among the people. The discontent 
with the government’s domestic policy has 
abated, and the protest against paying taxes 
has been stilled temporarily. 

Gen. Magreliand, who fought in defense of 
the fort, will be promoted and rewarded 
with decorations. Advices from Melilla say 
the Arab chiefs disagree as to the expediency 
of renewing the attack on Melilla, and that 
some of the tribes have returned to their 
homes. Agents of the Sultan have arrived at 
Frejana and are pressing the chiefs to aban- 
don hostilities, 


MATABELS ON THE WARPATH. 


Skirmish Between Warriors and Soldiers 
Alarms People at London. 

Lowpoy, Oct. 6.—Important cipher dis- 
patches from Mashonaland reached the Colo- 
nial office today about fighting between the 
British and Matabels. People in London 
who have relatives or friends 
in Mashonaland, either as set- 
tlers or in the employ of the British South 
African company are anxious regarding their 
safety. The cipher dispatches give details of 
a skirmish between the police patrol 
of the South African chartered com- 
panies and a band of Matabel 
warriors. The police patrol was sta- 
tioned on the Shashi River, which flows 
along the southern portion of Matabel- 
land and near the north border of British 
Bechuanaland, The Matabels advanced al- 
most to the north bank of the river and fired 
on the police, who answered with a small 
volley. The Matabels then retreated hastily. 

Nobody on either side was wounded. The 
Matabels are supposed to have been a scout- 
ing party from Chief Lobengula’s main body 
of warriors, now believed to be on the march 
against Fort Victoria. 

Capz Towx, Oct. 6.—The appearance of 
Matabel warriors at Shashi River indicates 
that they intend to attack Tati in the gold 
field along the river and spread over the 
country under Sir Henry Loch’s jurisdiction. 
It is believed the warriors have got beyond 
the control of Thief Lobengula and are de- 
termined to force war at once upon the white 
settlers. The imperial police will be sent at 
once to Tati to prepare the town to resist the 
attack, 


POLITICAL PRISONERS SET FREE. 


President Pena Declares He Will Govern 
Argentina Without Regard to Politics, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Buenos Arnxs, Argentina, Oct. 6.—[Copy- 
right, 1893, by James Gordon Bennett. ]— 
Cordoba and some others of the political pris- 
oners have been liberated, the govern- 
ment believing the revolution has been 
suppressed. Dr. Alem, leader of the 
Radicals, is not allowed to communicate 
with his friends in Rosario. The citizens 
have petitioned the President to pardon all 
political prisoners. The National Guard 


has been disbanded with a month’s 
pay. President Pena has issued a 
manifesto saying he proposes to

But no matter how well eu- 
cated, the conference has something to say about 
efficiency, for any kinks put into the heads of 
students the conference is sure to take out. Be 
sure and build a library, take the hearts out of 
books and put them into your own, and raft 
thought where it will grow. Write about 
all you will expected to say, but 
be sure and have a talk (first with 
Ged, and then you will be prepared to 
preach offhand. Unless your sermon moves you 
you will never move men. Burn up your cold 
sermons, for that is the only way they will ever 
be warm. The man who goes to his pulpit from 
nis knees God will not forsake. 8 
should be afraid of his congregation, buf preach 
on the lines of the needs of the people. Preach 
the Bible as it is, and do not be concerned about 
the higher criticism. Men want to know what 
God says, not what is the opinion of man. Preach 
in language that the people understand, do not 
have to be interpretated. Stay at home in the 
pulpit, do not wander away on speculations. As 
to the doctrine of sanctification, there is such an 
experience, and we want it fresh, sweet, and full 
of joy. Don't do your work mechanically, but 
get a personal experience every day. If yon 
read your sermons ause you are afraid 
of making a mistake, you will make the 
greatest mistake of your life. A church 
that cannot recruit its own pulpit and fill 
ts pews-is not doing God's work. Revivals are 
not out of date. You are to be Methodist preach- 


ers and not be afraid of a little noise. You are 
to preach and reach the people. 
y sacrifice we build the Ki om of Christ. 


You will never starve to death if ybu do your 
duty. Stand by the discipline, for it condemns 
dancing, euchre, parties, and all other deviltry. 
Stay at your post and don’t wander around, and 
when you move, move— and baggage. Learn 
how to manage men.

New Lonx, Oct. 6.— [Special.] —It was diffi- 
cult to convince many yachtsmen today that 
the Vigilant could not have done little better 
than it did in Thursday’s race. Scores upon 
scores were unable to understand how it was 
that when once ahead it could not keep its 
lead. They understood and admitted that the 
wind will act strangely upon occasions, par- 
ticularly during acalm October day, but why 
the American boat.could not get the new wind 
as spon as its antagonistcompletely stumped 
them. It was held by some that when the 
new wind struck the Vigilant and its spinna- 
ker and balloon jib topsail were taken aback 
it would have been good policy to drop 
the spinnaker and hold on to the balloon jib 


topsail, and that if the sheet of the latter 


had been carried aft the light 
air would have been utilized in carrying it 
along until the new wind was strong enough 
to set the heavier canvas, which, however, was 
done at once upon dropping the spinnaker 
and balloon and jibtopsail. True the Valkyrie 
carried the northerly draft longer than its op- 
ponent, but Skipper Cranfield did not set his 
forestaysail until he had got hold of the new 
breeze and it had some effect upon the heavier

IT’s A BEAUTIFUL SCHEME—ON PAPER. 
How Athletes Might Utilize the Great 


| Manufactures Building. 

A spot where outdoor sports may flourish 
the year round, where athletes may strive as 
free from, restraint as when beneath the sky 
alone—such is the suggestion made by an 
Eastern college man who has looked at the 
Fair—and the magnificent structures at Jack- 
son Park—when the question af what to do 
with the buildings when they are no longer 
available for their present uses. The idea has 
to do with the Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building alone, and embraces provision for 
all the ga mes in which college men delight, 
contemplates such accommodations as are 
given by no modern college campus. This is 
the way it looks to him, put in brief: 

The floor space of the main Exposition 
building affords room for every sport. Its 
main court has sufficient area for a baseball, 
football, and cricket ground, the magnifi- 
— span of the — ote roof arches in no- 

ring the m of the player; 
beneath “the pb wor lig which, preserved an 
semi-inclosed, woald give room for a collec- 
tion of scientific, uatural history or art speci- 
mens which 
could be constructed tennis courts and cro- 
quet grounds; and about the mall, and inclos- 
ing it with raised turns, a bicycle path at least 
a quarter of a mile in length. His conversa- 
tion ran thus: 

‘Of course in the matter of the preserva- 
tion of the building I am not an expert, but I 
have seen in Arizona, New Mexico, Southern 
California, and Mexico structures covered 
with staff, not nearly so well made or so sub- 
stantially ut on as in the case of these build- 
ings, which have withstood the weather for a 
quarter of a century. The climatic changes 
here- will affect the cove of the building, 
but for four or five years at least a couple of 
men who will care for the staff, replacing and 
retouching the cracked and ‘sealing parts 
will be ample to keep the building entire and 
well appearing. If the staff will come off, 


then in four or five years replace it with say 


terra-cotta or terra-cotta lumber, which could 
be fixed to the structure now there without 
much cost and no change i in the form or con- 
struction, 

„Given the building the interior offers no 
peculiar conditions and needs little rearrange- 
ment. The floors would be taken up and re- 
placed with a filling of sand, topped with soil 
reat 
expanse of glass roof this would not be hard 
to cultivate and the grand court could be kept 
fresh almost the entire year. Beneath the 
galleries could be constructed a series of ten- 
nis courts, half scalp and half turf perhaps, 
which would afford plenty of light and space 
for the most ambitious player. The west side 
could be made turf, as a 2 where 
the boys could carry on ball games, swings for 
little ones, and the sedate work at croquet.

Henry Watterson Declares It Must Be 
Mended or Ended. 

Louisville Courier Journal: The Courier- 
Journal is the recipient of circulars which 
are evidently being generally distributed by 
mail, bearing in flaming letters the words: 
„There is a time in the affairs of men when 
patience ceases to be a virtue. Down with 
the United States Senate! the enemies of the 
people l!

It should not 
take him long to discover that the places 
which produce the most are those that have 
the most money at command, and that when- 
ever the people of a town or any particular 
section of country take to producing things 
that are wanted for consumption they are 
always able to get money therefor. If there 
is any lack of currency’’ in Tennessee it is 
because of a lack of stuff to sell at its market 
price.

No Governor before has used 
the pardoning power so profusely or so dan- 
gerously. If he keeps on releasing crimipals 
at the present rate at the end of his term he 
will have turned loose over 700 convicts 
This disgraceful record clearly shows that 
Gov. Altgeld is the friend of the criminal 


‘classes. No other construction can be put 


upon it. Tun Tarox therefore calls the at- 
tention of the public seriously and earnestly 
to the danger which must result from this 
chronic practice of the felon-pardoning Gov- 
ernor. It calls the attention of all respecta- 
ble Democrats to it and asky them what they 
think of it and what they think of the man 
who is playing into the hands of the criminal 
classes by releasing prisoners convicted of 
high crimes every week and almost every day.
